A BILL FOR

An Act relating to and making appropriations to certain1

state departments, agencies, funds, and certain other2

entities, providing for regulatory authority, and other3

properly related matters, and including effective date and4

retroactive applicability provisions.5

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:6
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DIVISION I1

ADMINISTRATION AND REGULATION2

APPROPRIATIONS3

Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES.4

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state5

to the department of administrative services for the fiscal6

year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the7

following amounts, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be8

used for the purposes designated:9

a. For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous10

purposes, and for not more than the following full-time11

equivalent positions:12

b. For the payment of utility costs:15

.................................................. $ 3,127,08516

Notwithstanding section 8.33, any excess funds appropriated18

for utility costs in this lettered paragraph shall not revert19

to the general fund of the state at the end of the fiscal year20

but shall remain available for expenditure for the purposes of21

this lettered paragraph during the succeeding fiscal year.22

It is the intent of the general assembly that the department23

shall reduce utility costs through energy conservation24

practices. The goal of the general assembly is to reduce25

energy use by 10 percent to save money, conserve energy26

resources, and reduce pollution.27

c. The department shall, with the goal of reducing costs,28

reduce the size of the state fleet, examine policies on29

when state vehicles are assigned and circumstances for when30

employees take state vehicles home, and consider guidelines31

for when to sell and purchase new vehicles. The department32

shall submit a report to the general assembly by January 1,33

2011, concerning the department’s efforts to reduce state motor34

vehicle fleet costs, including data on the extent of savings35
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realized.1

2. Members of the general assembly serving as members of2

the deferred compensation advisory board shall be entitled3

to receive per diem and necessary travel and actual expenses4

pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5, while carrying out5

their official duties as members of the board.6

3. Any funds and premiums collected by the department for7

workers’ compensation shall be segregated into a separate8

workers’ compensation fund in the state treasury to be used9

for payment of state employees’ workers’ compensation claims10

and administrative costs. Notwithstanding section 8.33,11

unencumbered or unobligated moneys remaining in this workers’12

compensation fund at the end of the fiscal year shall not13

revert but shall be available for expenditure for purposes of14

the fund for subsequent fiscal years.15

Sec. 2. REVOLVING FUNDS. There is appropriated to the16

department of administrative services for the fiscal year17

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, from the18

revolving funds designated in chapter 8A and from internal19

service funds created by the department such amounts as the20

department deems necessary for the operation of the department21

consistent with the requirements of chapter 8A.22

Sec. 3. FUNDING FOR IOWACCESS.23

1. Notwithstanding section 321A.3, subsection 1, for24

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30,25

2011, the first $1,000,000 collected and transferred by the26

department of transportation to the treasurer of state with27

respect to the fees for transactions involving the furnishing28

of a certified abstract of a vehicle operating record under29

section 321A.3, subsection 1, shall be transferred to the30

IowAccess revolving fund for the purposes of developing,31

implementing, maintaining, and expanding electronic access to32

government records as provided by law.33

2. All fees collected with respect to transactions34

involving IowAccess shall be deposited in the IowAccess35
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revolving fund and shall be used only for the support of1

IowAccess projects.2

Sec. 4. STATE EMPLOYEE HEALTH INSURANCE ADMINISTRATION3

CHARGE. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending4

June 30, 2011, the monthly per contract administrative charge5

which may be assessed by the department of administrative6

services shall be $2 per contract on all health insurance plans7

administered by the department.8

Sec. 5. AUDITOR OF STATE.9

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state10

to the office of the auditor of state for the fiscal year11

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the following12

amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be used for13

the purposes designated, and for not more than the following14

full-time equivalent positions:15

For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous16

purposes:17

The auditor of state may retain additional full-time20

equivalent positions as is reasonable and necessary to21

perform governmental subdivision audits which are reimbursable22

pursuant to section 11.20 or 11.21, to perform audits which are23

requested by and reimbursable from the federal government, and24

to perform work requested by and reimbursable from departments25

or agencies pursuant to section 11.5A or 11.5B. The auditor26

of state shall notify the department of management, the27

legislative fiscal committee, and the legislative services28

agency of the additional full-time equivalent positions29

retained.30

2. As a condition of receiving funding appropriated in31

this section, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and32

ending June 30, 2011, the auditor shall comply with all of the33

following requirements:34

a. The rates and fees set by the auditor to conduct audits35
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for the fiscal year shall not exceed the rates and fees set for1

conducting audits as of January 1, 2009.2

b. The auditor shall not seek reimbursement from3

departments and agencies specified in section 11.5B in an4

amount that exceeds the total amount reimbursed to the auditor5

by those departments and agencies for the fiscal year beginning6

July 1, 2008.7

c. The auditor shall not seek reimbursement from8

governmental subdivisions for audits which are reimbursable9

pursuant to section 11.20 or 11.21 in an amount that exceeds10

the total amount reimbursed to the auditor by governmental11

subdivisions for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2008.12

d. Notwithstanding any provision of this subsection to the13

contrary, the auditor may seek reimbursement from departments14

and agencies specified in section 11.5B, and governmental15

subdivisions, in an amount that exceeds the total amount16

reimbursed to the auditor by those departments, agencies, or17

governmental subdivisions for the fiscal year beginning July18

1, 2008, for audits required by the federal government and19

reimbursable from federal funds.20

e. For purposes of this subsection, “total amount21

reimbursed” does not include amounts reimbursed for audits22

required and reimbursed from federal funds.23

Sec. 6. AUDITOR OF STATE —— DISCRETIONARY AUDITS. For the24

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011,25

the auditor of state, in addition to any other requirements26

provided in this Act, shall not seek reimbursement from27

departments and agencies specified in section 11.5B for any28

discretionary audit that the auditor initiates or has initiated29

on the auditor’s own authority and which is not specifically30

required by statute. Notwithstanding the prohibition contained31

in this section, the auditor shall perform all necessary audit32

duties related to any financial report required to be compiled33

by a department or agency that the auditor has previously34

audited in the normal course of the auditor’s duties, whether35
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or not such financial report is required by law. Any amounts1

reimbursed in association with such audit shall be limited to2

the amounts reimbursed for the audit of such report during the3

previous reporting period. However, the auditor of state may4

seek reimbursement for the cost of conducting a discretionary5

audit from any moneys recovered pursuant to any criminal or6

civil action arising out of the discretionary audit.7

Sec. 7. IOWA ETHICS AND CAMPAIGN DISCLOSURE BOARD. There8

is appropriated from the general fund of the state to the9

Iowa ethics and campaign disclosure board for the fiscal year10

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the following11

unencumbered, or unobligated at the close of the fiscal year32

shall not revert but shall remain available to be used for33

purposes of the energy-efficient building project authorized34

under section 476.10B, or for relocation costs in succeeding35
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fiscal years.1

3. CHARGES. Each division and the office of consumer2

advocate shall include in its charges assessed or revenues3

generated an amount sufficient to cover the amount stated4

in its appropriation and any state-assessed indirect costs5

determined by the department of administrative services.6

individual.16

b. A medication action plan, subject to the limitations17

specified in this section, communicated to the individual and18

the individual’s primary care physician or other appropriate19

prescriber to address safety issues, inconsistencies,20

duplicative therapy, omissions, and medication costs. The21

medication action plan may include recommendations to the22

prescriber for changes in drug therapy.23

c. Documentation and follow-up to ensure consistent levels24

of pharmacy services and positive outcomes.25

3. a. Medication therapy management service coverage shall26

be a required covered benefit for all insureds meeting any of27

the following criteria:28

(1) An individual taking four or more prescription drugs to29

treat or prevent two or more chronic medical conditions.30

(2) An individual with a prescription drug therapy problem31

who is identified by the prescribing physician or other32

appropriate prescriber, and referred to a pharmacist for33

medication therapy management services.34

(3) An individual who meets other criteria established by35
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the health benefit plan.1

b. The fees for pharmacist delivered medication therapy2

management services shall be separate from the reimbursement3

for prescription drug product or dispensing services; shall be4

determined by each health benefit plan; and must be reasonable5

based on the resources and time required to provide the6

service.7

c. A fee shall be established for physician reimbursement8

for services delivered for medication therapy management and9

must be reasonable based on the resources and time required to10

provide the service.11

d. If any part of the medication therapy management12

plan developed by a pharmacist incorporates services which13

are outside the pharmacist’s independent scope of practice14

including the initiation of therapy, modification of dosages,15

therapeutic interchange, or changes in drug therapy, the16

express authorization of the individual’s physician or other17

appropriate prescriber is required.18

4. Medication therapy management services shall be provided19

through a contract, established through a request for proposals20

process, with a company located in this state that is a21

nationally recognized leader in and has a minimum of ten years22

of experience administering medication therapy management23

services. The contract shall require the company to provide24

annual reports to the general assembly detailing the costs,25

savings, estimated cost avoidance and return on investment, and26

patient outcomes related to the medication therapy management27

services provided. The company shall guarantee annual28

estimated cost avoidance at least equal to the program’s costs29

with any shortfall amount refunded to the state. As a proof30

of concept in the program for the period beginning January 1,31

2011, and ending December 31, 2011, the company shall offer32

a dollar-for-dollar guarantee for drug product costs savings33

alone.34
